Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1,15-1 9, 21 -31 , 33-34 allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art, 
such as Hulvey (US 7260357) teaches communication between master and slave 
device with electrical release and reconnection. Other prior art teaching the failover 
process also teaches this general concept of changing connection after failure to 
connect, however the prior art does not teach that when connecting after failure to 
connect and electrical release, that the mode changes specifically to one of at least two 
specific communication modes as required by the claims. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
